Tobacco when smoked by boys, causes a craving for it, to gratify which they lie or steal. 
Tobacco in numerous instances, weakens the memory, and thereby tends to insanity. 
Tobacco by undermining physical vigor, causes the keepers of the house to tremble. 
Tobacco has a tendency to loosen the silver cord, and superinduces paralysis. 
Tobacco harms the gums and teeth, and the grinders cease because they are few. 
Tobacco weakens every function and fibre of the human frame by poisoning the blood. 
Tobacco is a known cause of enfeeblement to the posterity of its consumers. 
Tobacco is an acknowledged cause of demoralization to the young in all classes. 
Lobacco smoked, chewed, or snuffed, deceives by causing delusive imaginations. 
Tobacco hastens the evil days in which many say, ‘‘I have no pleasure in them.” 
Tobacco is expensive, and if wives and children want food, the pipe must be filled. 
Tobacco smoking occasions great waste of time, —‘‘ The stuff which life is made of,” 
Tobacco keeps many of its besotted victims in a state of habitual semi-intoxication, 
Tobacco is a great promoter of drinking customs, by creating unnatural thirst. 
Tobacco by its exhausting, and depressing power, renders strong drink a necessity. 
Tobacco is the admitted cause of multitudes breaking the Total Abstinence pledge. 
Tobacco is therefore a great hindrance to the progress of Temperance Reform. 
Tobacco Smoking is the only uncondemned vice from the Pulpit, Press and Platform. 
Tobacco doubtless causes many tires which come under the head of *‘ Cause Unknown ” 
Tobacco pollutes the breath, and unfits its consumers for refined society. 
Tobacco is a class breaker and greatly tends to lead its victims into bad associations. 
Tobacco frequently induces habits of indolence, apathy and listless inactivity. 
Tobacco consumers are more liable to disease than if they were in a natural condition, 
Tobacco weakens the constitution, and renders recovery from sickness a great difficulty. 
Tobacco by weakening mental perception, leaves its victims an easy prey to tempters. 
Tobacco being much in demand, induces many to keep their shops open on Sunday. 
Tobacco mars beauty, destroys the complexion, and impairs the brilliancy of the eyes. 
Tobacco smoked, chewed or snuffed, is opposed to the politeness of a gentlemen. 
Tobacco as James the First said, bewitches him that useth it. He cannot leave it off, 
Tobacco by enfeebling the will, becomes a _ prolific cause of irresolution. 
Tobacco is at variance with the dictates which Christianity inspires in the soul. 
Tobacco robs the pulpit by circumscribing the qualifications of Smoking Ministers. 
Tobacco robs the pew and Sunday school of multitudes who smoke that day away. 
Tobacco begets strife in Railway Carriages, Aleand Temperance Houses, & Eome cireles. 
Tobacco by robbing working men, clothes many of them and their caildren with rags. 
Tobacco smoked in confined rooms, is very injurious to sickly women and children.

‘Should we be surprised, when science shows us that 
Tobacco which charms in every form, the seekers of strange and 
artificial sensations, is the most violent of all known poisons.”’ 
Arsenic ; Nux Vomica, which gives Strychnine; the poppy, which 
gives Opium and Morphine; the rose-laurel, which gives 
Prussic-acid—are not more hurtful to the human organism 
than is Nicotine. 

Considering the innate aversion with which we regard the 
idea of poison, it is difficult to comprehend how a plant so 
dangerous as Tobacco, has been able to recommend itself so 
powerfully to men’s taste and intimate use. The cause of it is 
that public opinion always ignored that Tobaccc was a poison 
—as the plant invaded us under the most seductive appearance 
of a marvellous acqusition. The great pecuniary interests 
which attach themselves to its commerce have always prevented 
history and science from speaking the truth about Tobacco. This 
great curse of 'lobacco will only cease to destroy when its 
partisans—consumers, manufacturers and vendors who ignore 
what it is, will believe the Tyvuth that it hides under its 
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seductions the most deadly of poisons—Nzcoteone—which 
degenerates man, demoralizes Society, lowers nations, as it 
lowered Spain—that first believed this gross mystiication of the 
panacea of the Indies—Jt was the legacy of the malediction and 
vengeance of the ‘‘ red-skins’”’ to those who were the invaders of 
their territory and the first exterminators of their race. 


Should the Custom of Smoking be 


repressed ? 





Of all enterprises which have ever been prosecuted in this 
or any other country none have hed stronger claims to 
Countenance and Co-operation than that which has for it object 
the Revression of Smoking. 

But of all Reformatory enterprises the Repression of 
Smoking is the most fettered. Im this respect it has no vival. 
Against every other evil habit there are multitudes of private 
and public deprecators, but Smoking is a tolerated National 
Vice. | 

Some think it wrong to dissuade Working men not to 
Smoke—Smoking being called by them their greatest comfort. 

Philip of Spain used to say ‘‘ Time and I will challenge any 
other two!” Employers who having given this subject their 
consideration know something of the disadvantages to them 
from Smoking assistants. , 

A Manchester Warehouseman says :--“I would willingly 
give a young man who does not Smoke, 10 pounds a year more salary 
than one who does.” A neighbour of his says—‘I never knew a 
youth in this establishment who smoked cigars, that ever did 
any good for us or himself.” 

Some contend for moderate Smoking. ‘‘ This’ said an 
eminent Divine “is Satan’s leading string beginning with a 
Hair and ending in a Cable.’”’ A moderate Smoking member of 
a Christian Church pawned his family Bible for a pound, and at 
the end of a year he borrowed half a crown to pay the interest 
upon it which he could not return. His Minister who saw he 
was unhappy, on inquiry, ascertained that this was the cause, 
and he learnt also, that he spent a shilling a week for Tobacco ! 
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Two pounds twelve a year for Smoke! ‘‘ Here is half a crown 
said his minister to pay what you owe, and and if you leave off 
Smoking in 20 weeks you can get your Bible out of pawn !” 

A clergyman ina rural district says:—‘‘ Out of about 40 
youths and young men in my parish, rarely are 4 to be seen 
together at Church through Smoking! What a change in this 
respect has taken place within a comparatively few years! 
Attendance at the house of God with parents used to be a mark 
of compliance with the divine command with a promise 
annexed ;—‘* Honour thy Father and the Mothers.’ Young 
men and boys! What is more just than that God should 
withold the ‘‘ promise’’ if you disobey the ‘‘ command ?” 

A London citizen who is a large employer when asked to 
unite with us in this crusade, said—‘ If my name appeared among 
your ‘ Promoters’ I should have a storm from my Smoking friends, 
for which I am not prepared.” 

But reasons multiply why employers should do so, although 
some of the best and most trustworthy employés may be 
Smokers. <A retired London Warehouseman says :—“In the 
house of business with which I was connected, our veturn exceeded 
£500,000 « year, and we never had an act of fraud committed which 
was not traced to a Smoker.”’ 

If all the acts of fraud on Bankers, Merchants, the Post 
Office, Railway Companies, and Employers in general, led to an 
inquiry into the habits of those by whom they are committed, 
surely the efforts which are employed for the Repression of 
Smoking would obtain extensive countenance and zealous co- 
Operation. but inexplicably, the defalcations of employes seldom tead 
to an inquiry into the cost of smoking and its usual accompaniments ! 

**?'Tis buts,’’ said one gentleman to another ‘‘ exhaust your 
resources,’ and ‘‘’Tis but,’”’ so much per day for Smoke and 
Drink, has exhausted the resources of multitudes and made 
them thieves. 

That something ought to be done and must be done to 
arrest Smoking by all classes in order to secure the health, 
morals, and happiness of the people, and the honor of the 
nation, is sazd by thousands. 

By the diffusion of information and through the circulation 
of the Anti-Tobacco Journal and other Publications in England, 
Ireland, and Scotland, many renounce their expensive, health 
destroying and demoralizing habits, with acknowledged benefits 
to mind, body and estate. One correspondent says <—“* TI would 
not smoke another pipe or cigar for 50 pounds.” 

That there are many causes for discouragement in this work 
must be admitted, but the results are far above silver and gold. 
But with more of these essential auxiliaries our labors might be 
proportionately extended.—T.R. 
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lobacco Chewing and Smoking. 


To the Editor of the ‘‘ Anti-Tobacco J ournal,”’ 


Madam, 

I have, as a working man, been very much interested in 
reading your Anti-Tobacco Journal, and heartily wish it was better 
known and more largely circulated among my fellow working 
men, especially in Wales, there being a very strong and general 
habit of both Smoking and Chewing the vile weed. The habit 
too, is literally a universal one, a non-smoker or non-chewer 
being quite an exceptional case. The habit of Chewing, too, is 
carried on far worse than Smoking, as in the latter case 
employers in some instances forbid Smoking, though they seem 
totally powerless against Chewing during working hours. So 
that when the pipe is thrust iato the pocket, a ‘‘ quid” is placed 
in the mouth, and is renewed from time to time. And how 
disgusting is this habit of chewing!!: At almost every two or 
three moments labour a pause is bound to occur to allow of a 
discharge of spittle or a turn of the bit of Tobacco urder or 
over the tongue. There is, too, in the case of nearly every 
habitual chewer the disgusting juice running from the partially 
open lips, and dropping on the beard, &c., which is a most 
sickening sight to anyone having to hold conversation with such 
a one. ‘Then there is the offensive breath which always 
accompanies the use of Tobacco. The evils I have enumerated, 
are, however, not the greatest, but the least regrettable of the 
many serious evils connected with these filthy habits. One 
of the evils I refer to is the peymanent injury to the system by 
the constant use of Tobacco in any form or manner. | How can 
it be otherwise than destructive? Is it not one of the strongest 
poisons known? I know one case personally of a man who 
for years past has smoked over an ounce per day! some weeks 
nine ounces has been consumed! Of course, 1 do not pretend 
to understand the Medical aspect of this terrible state of things, 
but if what Dr. Gibbons says is correct, viz.: that ‘‘ Tobacco 
impairs digestion, poisons the blood, depresses the vital power, 
causes the limbs to tremble, and weakens and _ otherwise 
disorders the heart ;’’ then is it not our duty to make a more 
determined effort to awaken public interest in the question, and 
disseminate by every possible means all papers, &c.—bearing on 
the subject—broadcast, especially among working men. 


I hope, Madam, your very interesting litte Journal will be 
more largely read, and in order to make it more attractive 
I hope totsee it enlarged, and interesting articles of a little more 
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spicy and readable style put in. I doubt not we have plenty 
of good writers who only want a hint, and we may get quite 
as good papers on this as upon the Drink question.

It is good to note from on article in The Times that a large 
portion of the Dissenting Ministers are Teetotallers. 


Among Congregationalists in England and Wales 2,100 
out of 2,725 are known to be Abstainers. 


870 students from 3899 in Evangelical Colleges are 
Abstainers. Im Scotland 90 per cent. are registered as 
Abstainers. In Ireland there are no exceptions. In the 
Evangelical Unions of Scotland as with the Primitive 
Methodists in England, all are Abstainers. Of 1,758 accredited 
Baptist Ministers in the United Kingdom 1,422 return them- 
selves Total Abstainers. Also 225 students from 232 in 
the Theological Colleges, Bands of Hope have an enrolled 
membership of 420,888, which shows an increase of 20,721 
members on the previous year. There are 984 adult 
Temperance Societies, showing an increase of 148 from the 
preceding year. These have an enrolled membership with 
61,176 members, which is an increase of 10,000 on the 
year. 


These statistics are indeed good news at home, and good 
news from afar also is cheering, ‘ for now Woman’s Franchise is 
law in New Zealand—the death blow will shortly be given to 
the Drink Trafic.” —From the Woman’s Herald. 


Is the day far distant when men _ with eyes 
anointed with Divine’ eye-salve, will jpervceive that 
brain-mcotising is not less sinful than bvain-alcohising ? and that 
brain-nicotising 1s a move subtle and delusive evil than brain- 
alcohising ?

Lhe late Emperor of Brazil—an 


Einemy of Tobacco. 


From the French ‘‘ Anti-Tobacco Journal,” December, 1891. 


Dom Pedro was a Life Member, a Donative Member. and 
an Honorary Member of the French Anti.Tobacco Society, and 
became so under the following circumstances. 

In 1878, his son-in-law, His Highness the Prince Count 
d’Ku, when visiting the Universal Exhibition with the Countess, 
daughter of the Emperor, stopped before the giass case of our 
Society, and, much astonished to find that there was a ‘‘ Society 
against the Abuse of Tobacco,” remarked that his father-in-law 
was an enemy of Tobacco, and would be very pleased to have 
some of our publications. 3 

Shortly afterwards, the Emperor sent to the Society, 
through his Minister in Paris, the sum of 400 francs, of which 
100 franes were inscribed for the payment of his subscription, 
and 800 francs as donation. 

In the month of May, 1886, he caused a letter to be written 
to us by his Chamberlain, from which we quote the following 
extract: ‘‘ His Majesty hopes that the Princes of his dynasty 





*The Bishop of Dover, preaching at the parish Church, Margate, for 
the C.E.T.S., said that everyone that prayed in sincerity ‘‘ Thy Kingdom 
come ” should be a worker in the cause of Temperance. Drinking habits 
were (1) a reckless waste of money. In 1892, a year of great depression, 
£140,866,000 were spent on intoxicating drinks; while on the. education 
of their children they only spent six millions. The amount placed in 
the Post Office Savings Bank by the humbler class was only three 
millions, and the total revenue of every Christian community was but 
£18,009,000. This was all that could be raised for the great crusade 
against all kinds of sin, while 140 millions were spent on strong drink 
alone. The Bishop proceeded to deal with (2) the waste of health, (3) 
the waste of reason, 90 per cent: of the inmates of the lunatic asylums 
had had the light of reason quenched by drink. (4) The frightful waste 
of human life, (5) waste of time, (6) the waste of Christian effort, (7) the 
waste of whole races abroad, and (8) the waste of character—the waste 
of immortal souls for which the Saviour died. 


flas Tobacco no share in this 
waste of tmmortal souls ? 
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will never habituate themselves to Tobacco, the use of which 
he reproves and condemns. His Majesty forbids the placing 
of the Imperial Arms on the signboards or fronts of Cigar 
factories, Tobacco shops, or other similar establishments.” 

In the month of July, 1887, the Committee of the Society 
decided to send a letter of welcome to His Majesty on the 
occasion of his visit to Paris, and the Kmperor at once made 
the following reply by his Minister. the Baron d’Arinos, who 
accompanied him: ‘“ His Majesty the Emperor is much touched 
by the interest you have been good enough to express by your 
letter of the 22nd inst., and directs me to send you his best 
thanks, and to inform you that he always reads the Journal of 
your Society.” 

On the 12th October, 1887, the Emperor having returned 
to Paris, after a tour in Europe, was visited by our President, at 
the Grand Hotel. As the representative of our Society he was 
at once admitted, taking precedence of others waiting for 
introduction. In a long interview His Majesty showed anew 
how thoroughly he was convinced of the evil caused by Tobacco 
in respect of health, morals, family relations, and the public 
welfare. He finally expressed his wish for the success of our 
work, which he designated, as, eminently humane and charitable.
